Miller’s charge brought a sharp and 
emphatic denial from Secretary Mel- 
lon,and it was reported at the treas­ 
ury this morning that he contemplat­ 
ed an appeal to President Coolidge, 
either to compel Miller to retract his 
charge or to name the treasury offi­ 
cials involved in the alleged Juggling 
of oflflelal figures on the government's 
financial standing. 
The accusations made by -CQlonel 
Miller are not new but tills is the first 
time that they have been given cur­ 
rency by a government official, re­

THE PRESIDENTS LINCOEN DAY ADDRESS 


since his accession to the 
dinner in New! 
In the first public address delivered 
presidency, Calvin Coolidge, at the Lincoln Day 
York 
unhesitatingly 
outlined 
and 
enunciated 
his 
atti­ 
tude as the Chief Executive of the United States, rather than as a 
candidate of the Republican Party in the forthcoming elections, 
upon the issues which are engrossing the attention of the Ameri­ 
can people. One who reads the words of that thoughtful and care­ 
fully prepared address involuntarily regards the President’s out­ 
spoken utterances as those of a statesman, rather than the spe­ 
cious arguments and pleadings of a partisan. 
In them there is 
that ring of sincerity which invariably emphasizes and punctuates j 
Mr. Coolidge’s speeches. 
One forgets the politician to hang upon 
the words of The man. 
Rut there is not the least doubt that this Lincoln Day ad­ 
dress will stand, as it is intended by the President to stand, as his 
personal and political platform, and as indicating the measure of 
his qualifications and acceptability as the candidate for his party 
before the Republican National Convention in Cleveland next June. 
Upon the present issues Mr. Coolidge has spoken plainly and fear­ 
lessly. Without equivocation or a desire to evade the main ques­ 
tions involved, he has made plain his position and purposes. With 
the knowledge that there exists among the rank and file of his 
own political party* at the moment quite serious division of opinion 
regarding many of the issues touched upon, some courage is re­ 
quired by one who, in Mr. Coolidge’s position, speaks thus fearless­ 
ly and definitely. Without doubt he is regarded, as he must re­ 
gard himself, the logical candidate of the Republicans for the 
presidency, lie could have spoken less conclusively and finally had 
he chosen to do so but bad he done this he would not have achiev­ 
ed what he sought and what was expected. One is inclined to the 
conviction that it is the desire of the President to be right and to 
follow his convictions of right. After that comes the question of 
availability and acceptability. He would be the first to admit that 
the logical candidate 01 the people is he who best represents, or is 
prepared best to represent, the people who delegate power and 
authority to him. 
Mr. Coolidge substantially reiterates his adherence to those 
policies so clearly outlined in his first message to Congress. 
Against the effort to modify or defeat the Administration’s tax- 
reduction program he interposes unqualified executive disapprov-j 
a1, clearly with the conviction that the measure outling the 
Mellon plan is sound. He adheres to the proposal that substantial, 
relief shall be given to agriculture but emphasizes again that this 
cannot come through arbitrary price-fixing. It can be realized, 
he says, through co-operation, and modifications or adjustments of 
the tariff. Tie defends the decision of the United States Govern­ 
ment to assist the Obregon Government in Mexico by the sale of 
arms and munitions solely upon the ground of what he declares 
to be sound public policy. Having recognized it as a friendly gov­ 
ernment, he believes it the duty of law-abiding peoples to support 
and encourage it in its effort to protect itself. 
Just as definitely and courageously the President proceeded to 
discuss the perplexing disclosures in connection with the investi­ 
gation of oil-land leases and the charges of duplicity made against 
present and former public officials. He no doubt convinced those 
d i s h e s in t h is w e e k ’s m e n u s 
who heard or read his words that he is not without recourse in 
’n'",nDn'"1 7,0 
dealing with the matter in hand. That he may choose to handle it ■ 
in his own way need not sigffif;»‘ that it will not be dealt with to: 
the entire satisfaction of the people. 
He has pledged his word 1 
that there shall be no favoritism, no partisanship, and, more tlNji 
all, that there shall be “no mingling of the innocent with the 
guilty.’’ No more could be reasonably asked

tion involving treasury affairs dur­ 
ing the two year period. It was pro­ 
vided th at the new order will not 
affect existing contracts. 
Treasury' officials explained

the order struck a t 
thousands 
of 
form er employes who go into private 
lines to appear for private litigants i 
against the governm ent, after having j 
gained “ inside inform ation” on the 
j 
treasury facts.

order seeks to rem edy has been one 
th at has led to frequent outburst* 
in congress and one th a t has led 
to countless rum ors and gossip of 
"political Influence,” being, used to 
obtain concessions in tax litigation.
